Some breed, as Bees do, laying .iti Tajr, 
uhich prod'iiccth ara3g;>ot, which they feed ti!] itcrmcsio 
its full growth: Others, asv/cguefs, thrud in their Eggs into 
plants, the bodies of living carerpiUars, m ggots, &c? For, 
It is very furprizing to obferve, that a great Caterpilla'-jinftcad 
of being changed into a Eutter-,fiy (according to the ufual 
courfe of nature ; ) fiiould produce fomet;mes onejomecimes 
two or three, ar,d fometimes a whole fwsrm of Jchntummes^ I 
hnveobftrvcd this Aiunnalcui produdfion in a great many 
flirts of CaterpHlsrSjboti! h.ury,^nd fmoorh^ iii lever.';! foirs 
of maggots, and, which is moft ffrr.nge, in one Water infcd. 
When there come many of thele Tclineumon m:\ggnts out of 
the body of t!;e fi.mc C uerp'llar, rhcy weave all dVrii- Jhecax 
together into one hunch, whichJsfometmics round with w. b 
Rboat icjuft like a b.?g of Ipiders Eggi ; but i dare venture to 
anlwer M.Z-?/«'j icth§l^are pag.2172. of the phii.Trau!, ne- 
gativelv, thtcnoneoftiicm feed upon fpiders Eggs, but it is 
the fi:ni'itade of thof- Thedts^ cong'obared sogetlietj to 
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tke Eggs of Spiders, that hath occafioiied the conjedure. 

One of the green Caterpillars^comraou in the Heaths in the 
North.weut fo tar on to her natural change,that flie made her 
felf up into a great brown Theca^ almoft of the fliape of a bot- 
tle, which was filled with a fwarm of Ichneumones, And \ 
have obferved in one or two other forts, that from the very 
Aurelia it-felr hath come an Ichneumon j which i; very odd, that 
the Caterpillar, Hung and imprscguared by the ichneumons,^ 
f]-!ould be yet fo far unhurt, and uaconcerncd, as to make her 
fclf a Tiec^^and to be turned into an Aurelia. 

I have often feen a great Ichenmon dragging a Caterpillar 
in the high-way. This year MrJFrav, in company With ano- 
ther ingenious neiglibonr, obferved one haling a large green 
caterpillar much bigger than her felf, which after (he had 
drawn the length of a pearch, fne laid down, and ihcn takes 
out a little pellet of Earth, with which Pne had flopped the 
mouth of a fmaH hole like a worm-hole j then flie goes down 
into it, and flaying a ver5Mittie comes up again, and draws the 
cr?^f«down with her into the hole, and there leaves her 5 and 
afterwards not only flops but fiUs up the Flole , fometimes 
carrying in little clods, and fometimes fcraping dufl with her 
feet, atid throwing it backwards into the hole, going down 
afterjher felf, to ram it clufe. Once or twice (he fiew up into 
a Pine-tree, which grew jufl over her hole, perhaps to fetch 
Cem.ent ; When the hole was full and even with thefuperfi-. 
cies of the ground about it, flie draws two Pine-tree-leaves 3 
and lays thcrn near the mouth of the hole, and flycs away. Not 
taking notice that (lie came any more in three or four days, 
we digged for the Caterpillafj and found u pretty deep. I put 
k into a box, expedii ig it would have producedan Ichneumon^ 
but it dried away and nothing came of it. We lately obfer^ 
ved a fort oi Ichneumons^ov vsiihcr ve/j^a, v/hich prey upon feve* 
ral forts of iiyes ; when they fly with them, they hold them by 
the heads, and carry thcra under their bellies* Theie make 
]ioles a threat depth in the ground, in which they lay their 
young, and feed them v/ith the flies they catch.creeping back- 
wards into the ground, and drawing the flies after thcm^ 
1 fufpect they may at firft lay their Eggs in the very body of a 
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fly, but one fly being not enough to bring the young one to 
its full growth, they feed it with more : Their Iheca's are at 
bft all covered over with the wingSjlegs, and other fragments 
of flies*

T Have obferved the two Infe(f3:s,which Mr. 7{ay faith, fmeli 
X ofMuskj which indeed they do in an high degree. The 
fmall Bees are very frequent in the Wooles in Ltncolnjhire^znd 
about the latter end oijipril are to be found in paftures and 
meadows, upon the early-blown flowers of a fort of Ranuncu- 
lus, as You have been rightly inform'd j but it is roniething 
improper to fay Bees feed on flowers : And likewifc the fame 
Bees are no lefs frequent on the flowers of Dens Leonis, &c* 
The [meet Beetle, is a very large Infed:, and well known abciuc 
Cambridge. All the trials I have made to preferve tiicm w ih 
their fmell, have proved ineffediual; For, bothforrs of thcfe 
Infedls will of themfelves in a very few weeks become almcft 
quite fent-Iefs» Tothefe I ftiall add another Iweec-fmeiin g 
Infc(9:, which is a Hexapode-worm feeding on Gallium Iw 
teum. 

T\\Q Obhrvationoi ihcFe/pa Ichneamonesf as it hath rela- 
tion to Spiders, I willingly referve for other Papers: \et I 
may tell you in general, that this kind of Infedt is one of the 
greateft puzzeis in nature ; there being few Excrefcences of 
plants, and very many births of Infjiti, wherein thefe 
{lender Wafps after divers ftrange ways areconcTiied. 

Though I be at prefent from my Books, yet I well remem- 
ber the paflage, which MrJFilloughby refers you 
to in Muffet *. And he is well able to judge, ■!< see m mK 
whether the Obfervation be made upon the fame "4- /isi'-. 
fore of Infed:. I conceive it a fault not con- 
iiiieut widi Ingenious Spirits, to pafs by in filence the InduPtry 
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
